Here Was otice an ancient 
hatch or fish weir so, that the hill and 
outlet derive their names from this fact, 
Weir hill, and the “ hatch” respectiyely. 
Following the shore of the pond to the 
right, we pe the new J umping station of 
the town of North A ver, for the town 
supply of water is now derived ‘from 
Lake Cochichewick. Still further to the 
right is the summer residence of William 
Sutton of Salem, jutting out over the 
water. Of this lovely place we ‘shall 
obtain a better view later'on. 


It will not do to delay long at any one 
spot or spend too much time in exclaim- 
ing over the beauty of the view obtained 
from this hill, so let us move on down 
the steep decline where it will be policy 
to have one’s wheel well in command as 
it is necessary to cross the Eastern Div- 
ision tracks of the Bogton & Maine road 
midway down the hill, After pedalling 
up the slight incline of the next hill, we 
come to the mansion house of Moody 
Bridges, on Essex street, to the right, 
Moody Bridges .was an officer in the 
French and Indian War and afterwards 
a representative to the First. Provincial 
Congress; The house was also the birth- 
place of Maj. Gen. Isaac-I. Stevens, Gov- 
ernor of Washington territory, who was 
killed at Chantilly, September, 1862, dur- 
ing the war of the Rebellion. It is now 
the: residence of Oliver Stevens, Esq. 
Bearing: aroun left, and only a 
short distance] from the Stevens resi- 
dence, we pass the- Charlotte Home. 
This is a large white house owned by 
Mrs. M, T. Stevens and through her 
kindness, many residents of Lawrence 
who could not otherwise afford an outing 
in thé country, can do so for little or 
nothing. This house also has a history 
as it was the house of Maj. John Adams 
who took an active part against Shay’s 


rebellion, and his son, Col. Joseph 
Adams, 

Soon after passing this place, we sur- 
mount a slight elevation ‘and the full 


view of Lake ‘Cochichéwick::is opened 
before us. At our feet the golf links of 
the North Andover Country club extend 
down to the shores of the pond where 
the pumping station is located. Across 
the pond the Country club-house, is seen 
partly concealed among the trees on the 
point.

Davis, the pretty little St. Paul’s Epis- 
‘copal church ‘was approached and in- 
spected. in‘passing as were a little later, 
the Town hall'and Johnson High school. 
This building stands.on the site of the 
old tavern, Then comes the Bradstreet 
house to theijleft, built in 1667, once the 
residence of Gov, Simon Bradstreet and 
Ann Dudley Bradstreet, the first poetess 
in America, Near by is the first bury- 
ing ground on Prospect Street with a 
stone now standing which was erected 
in 1662, Almost across~on the opposite 
side of the street is the Phillips mansion, 
built in 1752. This was formerly the 
home of; Hon. Samuel Phillips, one of 
the foynders of Phillips Andover and 
Exeter academies. Phillips Brooks also 
lived int this liouse which is now owned 
and Souupied by his brother, William G. 
Brooks!' This section of the Andovers is 
one of'the oldest settlements. 

Shortly after passing these landmarks, 
we emerge on to the road by which we 
came from Andover, at the corner of the 
Common near the hay scales and it, was 
not long afterward that the writer dis- 
mounted ‘to look at his cyclometer in 
Andover square. The register said 
twelve and eight-tenths : miles for the 
entire distance, and the time for the 
trip was a little over two hours. To ob- 
tain the most enjoyment from the ride, 
however, and to inspect thoroughly the 
places of ‘interest along the route one 
should take considerably more time.
